NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


Frequent as are the communications made public by us relative to the un 
toward situation of the Jews in Roumania, we have rarely had occasion to 
announce to our readers so painful a fact as that recorded in our last impression. 
Austria-Hungary has concluded a Commercial Convention with Roumania, by 
which she has cast adrift the seventy thousand Jews who hitherto havo 
enjoyed her protection, and who, as our Bucharest Correspondent puts it, wil] 
henceforth be left to the mercy“of the Roumanian Authorities. What this means, 
our coreligionists in that country and those in Western Europe who have studied 
the question, know but too well. In the equal treatment of Austrian protected 
Jews with Austrian Christians in Roumania, it was hoped that the germs lay 
for an ultimate emancipation of the entire Jewish population of that kingdom. 
This hope has now been dashed to the ground, and with the complete removal 
of the last hold which one of the signatorics to the Berlin Treaty had on Rou- 
mania, there is only too much reason to appreh»nd a still more calamitous future 
for the unhappy Jewis: subjects of King Charles. The outlook must indeed he 
gloomy when sc staunch and unwearying a friend of their cause as Sir Jobn 
Simon has shown himself for many years past, is forced to admit—as he did on 
Sunday at the meeting of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association—that 
no interference in their interest would be of the slightest avail. Regret the 
proceeding of Austria though we may, and much as we may censure the inaction 
of the influential representatives Jews in that Empire, it is now too late to 
avert the danger which awaits the Jews of Roumania. 


An interesting discussion occurred at the meeting of the Council of the 
United Synagogue on Tuesday evening. Mr. Noah Davis, one of the Overseers 
of the Poor, obtained the sanction of the Council to a Resolution authorising the 
Overseer’s Committee to deal with any surplus which may arise from the Flour- 
tax after providing for the expenses of the charitable distribution of Matzos, 
Mr. Davis insisted that the proceeds of th? tax should not be regarded as part of 
the Revenue of the Synagozue, and this principle is sound and will tend to 
remove all objection to it. We commend the principle to the Shechita Board. 
The remarks of Lord Rothschild were more far-reaching. He proved from the 
statistics of the Overseers’ Committee that the maximum number of “ pauper” 
Jews in London doez not excced 10,000 sou!s. The absurdity of the exaggerated 
statements lately published is thus clearly shown. In the course of the 
discussion Mr. Davis made some rather sweeping remarks on the limited 
attention given to the poor by the officers of the synagogues, and Lord 
Rothschild pertinently urged the necessity of this part of the duty of 
the clergy being kept prominently in view when new oflicers are elected. 
Members of the Great Synagogue will probably have an early opportu 
nity of practically giving effect to this reasonable proposition. They cannot too 
often be reminded that the successor to the Rev. M. Keizer should be a man 
having quite as much regard and capacity for the discharge of duties outside the 
Synagogue as iis present Jirst Reader has for those within the Synagogue. 


An important step has been taken with reference to the Anglo-Jewish His- 
torical Exhibition, which will now be opened free on Saturdays till the close. So 
much is made of Jewish authority in the question of the free opening of Museums 
on Sunday that it will be of some influence as a precedent if the ad- 
vocates of this movement are able to refer to the Ex! ipition as a decisive proof 
of Jewish opinion on the subject. The Exhibition may possibly suffer slightly 


in its finances, but the loss will not be grudgedyby anyone if it helps to promote 
an object so desirable as th> Sunday opening of Museums,

must not forget that the Exhibition has given the occasion for it. 


“The unfortunate contretemps by which the fund raised on behalf of the Rou- 
manian Jewish refugees who had settled in Cyprus was sent too late to be of 
any service, is much to be deplored. It is now upwards of four months ago that 
the Secretaries of the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Board of Deputies pub- 
lishe:] an appeal in this journal in consequence of the desire expressed by the 
High Commissioner of Cyprus (and conveyed to these bodies through the 
Foreign Secretary), that the remaining refugees, sixty in number, should be sup- 
plied with the money necessary for their removal from the island and for their 
expenses On arriving at Constantinople, whither they desired to be sent. We 
are unaware of the causes which led to the delay, and are therefore loth to throw 
blame on any of the parties concerned. Yet we cannot avoid expressing our sur- 
prise that so long a time should have been required to raise the small fund asked 
for in the appeal. Thoresult is that the Foreign Office has returned the cheque 


for £125 lately forwarded by the promoters of the collection, as during the | 


interval all the refugees have left Cyprus. We fear that the High Commissioner 
in that island as well as the Foreign Office must entertain but a poor opivion of 
the charitable spirit of the Jewish community, 


The suffering, the distressed and the persecuted have no warmer sympathisers 
than those who are to be found in the body of the working classes, and this 
truisin was illustrated at the meeting of the Sandy’s Row Synagogus on Monday. 
The members of this Chevra are nearly all of them mén who earn their bread by 
the sweat of their brow, and the funds of the Society are not of the largest ; but 
this circumstance does not deter them from making such grants to philanthropic 
undertakings as their scanty means will permit. Two such grants were made at 
the meeting ; one was a renewal of a subvention of £5 5s. annually voted to the 
Hospital Sunday Fund ; the other was a smaller vote to the Anglo-Jewish 
Association in response to the appeal issued a few months ago by Sir Julian 
Goldsmid. And what is cqually satisfactory, several of the members recognising 
the inadequacy of the grant towards the requirements of the Association, came 


forward to supplement their official gift, which is to b> continued year by year, | 


by personal donations and subscriptions.

The Rev. L. Canter has been invited to preach on te 21st at the 
Hambro Synagogue, At Birmingham the special service will be on Sabbath, 
the 18th.

JEWS IN ENGLAND BETWEEN 1200 AND 1656. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Siz,—I am grateful to Mr. Sydney Leo for his warning that my paper will be 
closely scrutinised by him when it appears in print, and also for his frankness in 
cautioning me—as a matter of “common prudence "—against the unacknowledged 
appropriation of his published statements. Mr. Lee is not quite just to himself. 
True, some of the suggestions he has published from time to time will not bear 

the closest investigation; but,in the main, I must confess I have found his state- 
ments fairlyaccurate. I must confess I am speaking now of his articles in th 

Academy of 1882 and the Jewish Chronicle of 1883 ; his contribution to the Time, 
I have not yet seen, : 

Mr. Lee's letter contains a suggestion and a statement which are not quite 
correct. The suggestion is that I have appropriated the sources of information 
indicated by him in his contributions to certain journals; and the statement is that 
I have made no “ appreciable addition ” to the facts obtained by his research. I 
have before me at this moment a pocket-book full of miszellaneous memoranda 
made by me in the years 1879 and 188), They refer principally to Rodrigo Lopes, 
but they include all the references to Jews in the State Papers which could be 
collected at the tim? from the ind>xes to the published Calendars and from other 
easily accessible works. Thus, with two exceptions only, I had already collected at 
that period every one of the facts mentioned by Mr. Lee. The  excep- 
jons are the prosecution of §Joxchim Gaunz in 1589, and the employment 
lof Abraham Jacob. The latter I omitted as I thought, and still think, that there 
s no evidence to show that he was a Jew. With regard to the former Mr. Lee gives 
only the vaguest indication—not even mentioning his name —and, although I frankly 


not be deemed immodest if I take some credit to myself for having found him, and 
also for being the first to bring together the curious facts of his career from the 
time he first came to England in 1582. Tere I should mention that, previous to 
writing my paper, I consulted. in nearly every case, the original sources at the 
Record Office, Some fruits of my researches in 153) appeared at the time in the 
Sewish World, Thus, before Mr. Lee published his article in the Gentleman’s Maga- 
rine for February, 1880, I contributed two articles on the same subject to the Jewish 
m” orld (Jan., 1880), in which I pointed out that Rodrigro Lopes was very likely the 
original of Shylock.” I only mention this to prove that my researches are not of 
rs recent a date as Mr. Lee supposes ; otherwise I have no desire to drag my articles 
rom the oblivion to which their crudeness has justly condemned them. Their 


regard to the Shylock question, I threw out, only as a conjecture what M r. Lee has 
since treated—and fairly conclusively, I think,—as a matter of evidence. In giving 
Mr. Lee the credit for Lopez, I do not think I have been very grudging. 
With regard to the second point I am afraid Mr. Lee has been misled by the 
meagreness of the reports he has read. In Mr. Lee’s two articles (the Academy and 
the Gentleman's), twelve authentic facts are enumerated, Thesynopsis of my paper, 
now before me and which I shall be pleased to publish in your columns should Mr, 
Lee desire it, contains twenty-nine. These are exclusive of the Johnson MSS. and the 
history of the DomusConversorum. Whether my seventeen extra facts are appreciable 
additions depends, as I understand Mr. Lee, upon their authenticity. On this score 
I am perfectly satisfied ; and atany rate, I shall not shrink from submitting the whole 
array to the ordeal Mr. Lee is good enough to promise them, That they are apprecia- 
ble is I think proved by the fact that the only point (other than that of Rodrigo 
Lopes), at which the interior nistory of the Jews in England touches the history of 
the country itself—viz., the importation of Italian Jews in 1529, to take part in the 
controversy on Henry VIII.’s divorce ~is fully treated in my paper while it has not 
been noticed by Mr. Lee. 
All students of Anglo-Jewish thistory must be rejoiced to hear that Mr. Lee 
intends publishing before long a full account of his investigations on this interesting 
subject containing additions —“ appreciable" and “authentic "—to the stook of facts

Registries is due. It is only right also that I should state that we have been placed 
beyond allanxiety as to ways and means by the generosity of Mr. B. Newgass, who 
has most liberally defrayed, and has promised to continue to defray, all the expenses 
connected with the undertaking. I am anxious to do this justice to our kind friend, 
though he would prefer that his generosity should not be made public. 
In conclusion I would mention that our books are always open to the inspection

THE DISASTER AT THE OPERA CoMIQUE IN PakIs.—Among the lives lost 
through the burning of the Opéra Comique were those of the Viennese banker, 
Herr Dessauer and his wife, who were visiting Paris on a pleasure trip. Herr 
Dessauer was highly respected in Vienna and his tragic end has evoked general 
-aympathy. His fate was one of the most startling incidents of the calamity. He 
was present some years ago at the Ring Theatre in the Austrian Capital, when the 
house was destroyed by fire and a large number of lives were lost.

Gesenins denies the accuracy of 
this assertion, but it seems from the form of R. Akiba’s statement that he was 
aware that the Arabic torin that he quoted was rather popular than literary. Be 
that as it may, the theory inquestion is well supported, though it is not impos- 
sible of course that this very use of the word Judla to mean “ rem ” stands 
itself in need of further explanation, We shall not trouble our readers with 
detailed accounts of the other derivations that have been suggested. Some take 
itjfrom a root signifying “to flow,” hense the flowing ‘“sounl” of the horn; 
others sez in it an amplification of the ralical ud“ to shout” ; and still others 
(and among these are numbered some of the most eminent philolozists) regard 
22) like the Latin Jubilare as an onomatopoetic verb formed as an imitation o 
rude sounds of joy. . 
The Jubilee Zinstitution is evidently a development of the Sabbatical Year, 
Just as the close of the week of days was set aside as a day of rest, so the last year 
of the week of years was appointed for a year of rest to the land and of release 
for Hebrew slaves. It would seem as though origindly the Sabbatical Year was 
a moveable and not a fixed period. Thus,ifa slive became the possession of 
‘his master at any p.riod, his terin of expire at the 
end of the sixth year from his entering on his duties. This was the 
primitive conception as may be seen from the twenty-first chapter of Exodus and 
from other passiges. In Leviticus (xxv) the institution is fixed and not varying, 
and as such it has always been regarded by later authorities. From various ex- 
pressions in the Bible which speak of the release of slaves as occurring at the 
end of the seventh ycar soine have thought that, while the slaves were not 
allowed their freedom till the end of the seventh year, they were not expected 
to continue their labour beyond the six years. Similarly the Jubilee year or 
fifticth year would presumably commence on the first of Tishri, bu’ the public 
proclamation was not made until the Diy of Atonement, or the 
tenth of Tishri. (The horn Llown in our synagogucs to mark the termination of 
the fast is probably a survival of the ancient announcement of the Jubilee). As 
to the intervening days Rabbi Ishinacl (Rosh Hashona, fol. 25) says, & Between 
the New Year, the first of Tishri, until the Day of Atonement, the slaves were 
not freed nor were the they regarded as in the service of their origiual owners, 
but they ate and drank and rejoiced with garlands on their heads,’ and when the 
Day of Atonement arrived their release was consummated. The horn was 
sounded in the first instance by the Beth Din, but each individual was requircd 
‘to do so as well, nine sounds being emitted by each. The horn or shofar em- 
ployed was of the same nature and constructicn as that used on the New Year's 
Day, the regulations as to the character of th» notes produced were also identical 
except that the Jubilee horn was sounded by everyone and even on the Sibbath.

The inauguration of the Jubilee must thus have been the signal for a 
general outburst of rejoicing throughout the country. Beyond such slight in- 
dications as that the released slaves plited garlands on t .eir heads, the accounts 
of the mode of celebration of the Jubilees are strangely meagre. It needs no 
very violent stretch of the imagination to picture the scene enacted in many a 
home when the father whose poverty had reduced him to slavery was restored 
to his wife and children, if the latter bad not been sharers of his servitude, or 
the son returned a free man to the father’s roof. Mr. Lewis Morris, in the 
“Song of Empire’’ which he has written in lonour of the Queen’s Jubilee, has 
some lines which may be quoted as illustrating in some degree a poet's con- 
ception of what occurred, though the details would be differcut. 


Flash, festal fires, high on the joyous air! 
Clash, joy-bells! joy-guns roar! ana jubilant trumpets blare ! 
Let the great noire of our rejoicing rise! 
Clean, long illumined cities, to the skies 
Round a‘l the eartb,in every clime 
to far your distance half confuses time ! 
As in the old Judaean history, 
Fling wice the decors ard set the p isonera free ! 


There was, however, another side to the picture. Tue owner of the slave 
~was not always content to accept the legal deprivation of his servants. He 
would therefore seck to evade the Jabilee release by an apparent acquiescence, to 


be followed by an immediate re-seizure of his emancipated bondsmen. During’ 


the Monarchy there is no donbt that ths law of the Sabbatical year was 
systematically ignored. From the concluding chapter of the Second Book of 
Chronicles it is evident that this opinion was shared by the compiler of that 
history, while the Mishnah (Aboth, Ch. v.), assignes exile as the result of neglect- 
ing the “ year of release.” On the return from the exile, however, Nehemiah re- 
lates that the people solemaly undertook ‘to forego the seventh year and the 
exaction of every debt.” We are left in considerable doubt as to whether the 
Jubilee year was observed with greater regularity than its twin-institation. 
Occurring at rarer intervals the oppposition to it on the part of rapacious men 
may perhaps have been less violent. The fifty-cighth chapter of Isaiah has been 
ingeniously interpreted as an address delivered by the prophet on the Day of 
Atonement in a Jubilee year. It is supposed that the slave owner who 


nominally released his dependant, stood ready to reclaim his slave on unjust 
pleas, “If thou take away from the midst of the yoke, the putting forth of the. 
finger, and speaking wickedly... . 
noon-day.”

Deutecrononomy, the slave who did not accept his liberty at the end of his first 
six years of scrvice was to remain a slave “ for ever.” - The other account in 
Leviticus assigns the Jubilee as the utmost limit to the term of servitude. These 
two statements are usually reconciled by the hypothesis that the phrases 
“for ever’ and © to the next Jubilee” are identical. Modern critics, however, 
see in the difference of language clear evidence of inconsistency, and contend 
that the two enactments date from altogether different periods. 

In the Seventh year, as is well-known, certain debts were cancelled, but this 
privilege of debtors did not apply in the year of the Jubilee. Now the Jubilee was 
most probably celebrated in the 50th and not in the 49th year, though the “ Book 
of Jubilees ” (an ancicnt compilation datiog from before the Christian era) divides 
the whole history of Isracl into periods cach of 49 years. If however, as was 
apparently the case, the Jubilee was the 50th year, then the seventh Sabbatical 
year must have immediately preceded it, and thus the lands lay fallow for two 
successive years and the debts were cancelled in the year preceding the Jubilee. 
The period for such release of debtors would, however, coincide almost exactly 
with the Jubilee, for the debts were not cancelled till the end of the forty-ninth 
year, thatis to say till the beginning of the year of Jubilee. This regulation was 


modified by Hillel who, perceiving that capitalists were unwilling to advance 


their money as the incidence o£ the Sabbatical year deprived them of it, intro. 
daced the prosbol by which the debts were transferred to the Both Din and were 
not regarded as cancelled by the year of release. . 

A most important feature of the Jubilee was the reversion of all landed pro- 
perty to its original owners. The land was the Lord’s, and therefore the produce 
of every seventh year was public property and did not belong to the land-owner, 
Private property in land was thus ia abeyance one year out of every seven. 
Nevertheless, thou zh this was so, no man could, even if he so desired, entirely 
alienate his landed property. A man might, however, sell his land for more thin 


fifty years, eg., as Maimonides says for sixty years, but he could not execute a_ 


permanent sale. No man was to sell his lind unless driven to that pass by ex- 
treme necessity, and he contd, under cortiia conditions, always redeem his pro- 
perty on payment of a sum proportionate to tlicinterval to elapse before the next 
Jubilee. The principle of compensation for improvements was fully adunitted. 
“Tf,” writes Maimonides, “a man buys a field and plants trees in itand improves 
it, when the field reverts at the Jubilee to its original owner, the purchaser 
receives from the owner a vum equil to the valus of the improvement he has 
cffected.” The regulations were, however, on the whole very favourable to the 
owner of the land. If A sold his land to B for £100, and B sold it to C for 
£200, A could always redecm it on the basis of the first sale at £100. 
Ifon the other hand A sold it to B for £200, and B to C for £1090, A could 
again recover his land on the basis of the second sale, TLoi-e-property within 
wallcd-towns was not recoverable except during the first twelve-months after 
the sale. No doubt this difference arose from the disproportion between the 
worth of the ground and of the house erected oa it, the latter being by far the 
more valuable. 

We will conclude with a further qtotatiun from Maimonides, which will 
enable our readers to reckon out for themselves the date of the next Jubilee : 
“The Geonim were acquainted with the date of the Jubilee which they reckoned 
from the destruction of the Temple. According to this reckoning the present 
year, which is 1107 after the destruction, would be the year after a Sabbatical 
year.’ According to another reckoning Maimonides dates “this year, which is 
the 1487th from the era of the Starvth (312 b.c.) or 4035 A.M., Is the 21st year 
from the la:t Jubilee.” By “ this year” is meant the year ia which Maimonides 
wrote this portion of his Yud hach szahkuh.

JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY, 


The concluding meeting of tie Jews’ College Literary Society for the present 
session was held on Sunday last, when the large lecture room was densely crowded. 
Dr. M. FrteptANi ER read a most interesting Paper on the “ Life and Works of 
Spinoza,” which will shortly appear in our columus, Tho Rev, Dr, GASTER 
presided, among the visitors be'ng Prof. GRAEIZ, whose presence was alluded to by 
the Chairman in some graceful introductory remarks, 

At the conclusion of the lecture, ; 

Professor GRAETZ (who spoke ia German), siid that Spinoza had altog-ther 
missed the meaning of “Ethics.” He had taught that the Love of God, i.e. of the 
Universe, was a faculty’ the non-possession of which was a defe-t. Chis fasulty 
was, like the Christian “ grace,” not given to every human being, and while ths 
Church regarded a man on whom the grace wa3 no: bestowed as a lost soul. Spinoza 
considered the absence of “Love of God” as an irremediale deficiency of the mind, 
just as blindness in the body. This doctrine was misleading, and removed Ethics 
from its true place as the guide of the general society and notof the select few. 

The Rev, Dr. H, ADLER said that it was of infinite advantage to come lato per- 
gonal contact with the great historian then present among them, In the tenth volume | 
of his “ History,’ Prof. Graetz had coupled the names of Spinoza and Sabbatai 
Zevi, and the speak -r had found it difficult to understand this collocation. Dr. 
Graetz had, however, clearly explained his meaning in a private conversation. The 
essence of historical writing is polarity, or the dwelling on contrasts, No greater 
contrast is conceivable than the one presented by Spinoza the lucid thinker and 
upholder of definit? principles, and Sabbatai Zevi, who was a'together destitate of 
high principles. 
for his oa which tbey were pleased to hear, would be followed up by another, 
giving an account of Spinoza’s relations to his J ewish philosophical predecessors. 

The Rev. A, LOwy seconded the motion, and remarked that Spinoza had rendered 
conside:ale service by his demonstration in the “ Ethics” of the impossibility of

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JEWISH SCIENCE. 


— 


In Germany everyone knows what is meant by “Jewish Science.” Here 
in this country the phrase sounds somewhat strangely on our ears because 
we are unaccustomed to apply the term “science ’’ to anything beyond 
physical and natural science. History and scholarship generally seem to be 
on quite different planes from physiology and astronomy, and it is the latter 
class of study that we mainly think of when we talk of ‘‘ science.” But the 
same amount of exactness and research is required for scholarship and his- 
tory, as now carried out, as by any of the older sciences, and thus the use of 
the word science as applied to the systematic study of Jewish history and 
thought is justified. | 

Speaking then, of Jewish Science in this extension of its meaning, 
recent events have shown what great strides this has made in our commu- 
nity during the last few years. Even within the last week or so we could 
point to events which testify to the increasing attention which is given to 
Jewish Science and its representatives in this country. The cordial recep- 
tion given to Prof. Grarrz, the foremost representative of Jewish Science, 
would be almost sufficient alone to prove the renewed interest in Jewish 
scholarship. If it be remarked that Prof. Grazrz is an illustrious visitor, the 
concourse which assembled to hear Dr, FrrepLAsper’s excellent lecture 
on Spinoza shows that a‘large circle is interested in a representative of 
Jewish Science whom we have had with us so long as to be able to claim 
him as ourown. The Rey. A. Lowy could have prophesied a brighter future of 
Hebrew literature in England than he was able to refer toin its past at his 
lecture at the Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhibition. | 

This state of affairs has come about gradually and yet somewhat suddenly, 
It was the continual complaint of the late Rev. A. L. Green that no ia- 
terest was shown in Jewish literature in England. The Society of Hebrew 
Literature failed to find continued support only a few years ago. Yet, now 
we find lectures on some of the most abstruse subjects obtain large audienees 
who show the greatest possible interest. And this encouragement from 


audiences spurs on our younger scholars to renewed exertions in the cause 
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oflearning. The course of lectures just concluded at Jews’ College would 
not be unworthy of any set of scholars on the Continent, under the condi- 
tion that they should be delivered to popular audiences. 

The fact is that this beneficial change, which is so apparent, has been 
effected by a distinct rise in the standard of Jewish Scholarship in England. 
There was a time when the pursuit of Hebrew literature, to speak frankly, 
was little better than one of the higher forms of mendicancy. Under these 
conditions the work produced was of an inferior character. The books were 
not even made to sell, still less to b2 read. The badly printed tome which 
was to be “ subscribed for” was neither demanded for the advancement of 
learning nor for the edification of the purchaser. The contempt into which 
the study of Hebrew literature was thus brought reacted on the better class 
of Jewish scholars : they ceased to regard England as a possible source of 
Jewish learning, and were tempted only to look to English Jews as a financial 
resource. 

The present improved condition has been brought about by the high 
character of a few scholars, native and foreign, who have proved that Jewish 
scholarship is a study that deserves the attention of earnest men apart from 
the livelihood to be obtained from it. It is natural that men like 
these should set a better tone both in themselves and in their productions: 
And this higher tone has told in favour of the literary productions which 
now come from the pens of Jewish scholars in this country. Readers are 
now-a-days interested because writers are interested in their subjects. 


From the communal point of view the interest of this movement is con- 


nected with the influence it is likely to exercise on the education of the 


Clergy. The higher tone of Jewish scholarship cannot fail to reflect itself 
upon them and tend to make it a self-understood theory that a Jewish clergy- 
man should be a Jewish scholar, Not that the Jewish clergy are not Jewish 
scholars, but their scholarship is naturally that of their younger days when 
Jewish Science as it is now known did not exist in England. 

The rise in the standard of Jewish scholarship has been so recent that 
we cannot expect it to permeate the whole body of those professionally in- 
terested in Jewish studies before some time has elapsed. But the standard 
having once been raised, it is impossible for those responsible for the educa- 
tion of the Jewish Clergy to leave this all-important factor out of account in 
the organisation, for example, of Jews’ College. The Council itself has 
recognised this fact. Enthusiasm for Jewish Science begets enthusiasm for 
ideal aims, and this enthusiasm must therefore be instilled inthe body of men 
that should, and in large measure do, represent the ideal aspirations of the com- 

‘munity. But to inspire enthusiasm needs an enthusiast as well as a scholar, 
and enthusiasts who can inspire are rarer even than scholars who can 
instruct. 

Perhaps the most marked result of our recent alvance in the promo- 
tion of Jewish science is the recognition of the need of these ideals in the 
higher life of thecommunity. The scholar is no longer an object of good- 
natured contempt as of one who has lost the goods of life. Mather he 
begins to be regarded as one who has found the true good of life—an object 
whieh offers ever new points of interest, in which the results gained are 
gained not alone for oneself but for the world. A life devoted to ends such 
as these cannot be regarded with auy other feeling than one of admiring 
envy. Jewish scienc: is like virtue a reward in itself, and, when this is 
recognised, it will truly carry with it its own reward, 


PROFESSOR GRAETZ. 


Professor Graetz is being regarded as the Jubilee guest of the London Jews, 
and numerous assemblies are being given in his honour. On Saturday last a 
dinner was given at Dr. Fricdlander’s ; on Sunday Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., 
showed him the other “lions” at the Zoological Garders ; on Monday he went 
to Brighton to visit the Chief Rabbi, and was present at the marriage of the 
youngest daughter of Dr. Adler; and during the rest of the week he has been 
entertained and shown the sights of London. Next week the learned Professor 
_ will also be the “ hero” of several yatherings, including a dinner at Mr. Ellis 
A. Franklin, a reception on Monday evening at Mr. Mocatta’s, and on 
Tuesday a reception at Dr. HU. Adler’s. Altogether we can be assured 
that Prof. Graetz will have every reason to ba satisfied with the 
respect with which he has been received in our midst. His own official “ recep 
tion ’—if we may so term it—will be at his lecture next Thursday in connection 
with the Anglo-Jewish Exhibition at the Royal Albert Hall. | 


ROYAL VISIT TO A SYNAGOGUE,

Queen 
Margherita was received at the entrance by the Executive of the synagogue, 
and remained for upwards of half an hour.

leasure which she declared she had derived from her visit. The august visitor — 

reely and graciously conversed with the Rabbis, and expressed her gratification 
at knowing that the Jewish congregations throughout the kingdom were in so 
prosperous a condition, The Jewish Infant Schools, especially thosein Rome 
which owe their prosperity and excellence to the venerable philanthropist, Signor 
Sainuele Alatri, were especially commended by the (ueen. On leaving, her

OBITUARY. 


Mr, Marks Bentwitch who died on Tuesday, was born at Peiser, in Russian 
Poland, and settled in this country at an early age. At the election in 1873,— 
three years after the parsing of the United Synagogue Act—he was elected 


-& member of the Committee of the Great Synagogue and one of its repre- 


sentatives at the General Council, . Both these office he continued to hold till 
1885, when through declining health he resigned, and was succeeded in both posi- 
tions by his son, Mr, Herbert Bentwitch. Sabbath after Sabbath Mr. Bentwitch had 
been accustomed to walk from the North of London tothe Great Synagogue to 
which he was much attached. He was also a memter of the temporary iron 
Synagogue at Dalston, and one of the founders of the present permanent building, 
He was elected a member of the Committe and a Representative at the Council for 
the Synagogue, and although he was not able to attend one meeting last year he was 
onminated again for the same impor'ant offices for the ensuing year. He was elso 
a member of the Committze of the Soup Kitchen, the Sir Paul Pindar B-nevolent 
Society, and otherchwritics.

Regret is expressed that the Council of the United Synagogue has withdrawn its 
annual grant of £20), the withdrawal of the whole amount being attributable to 
a misunderstanding, and the hope is. expressed “ that some new arrangement 
may be made by which the valued countenance and support of the United Syna- 
gogue may again be extended to the Institution.” With refcrenceto the annualt 
grant of £50 made to the College by the Berkeley Street Synagogue, the Repor 
states 

“Tt is with fe lings of more than ordinary pleasure that the Council beg to 
place on record their high appreciation of the recent action of the West London 
Synagogue of British Jews in votivg a subsidy of £50 to the funds of Jews’ College. 
To the West London Congregation at large, and to these gentlemen [Mr, Oswald 
J. Simon, who proposed the Grant, and Sir Paillip Magnus and Mr. F, D. Mocatta 
who supported it] in partivular, the warmest thanks of the Council are due, So 
striking an act of truly communal brotherhood is a notable event in Anglo-Jewish 
history, full of significance for the present, and bearing the promi:e of happiest 
augury for the future,” 

The managers of the Jews’ College Literary Society are congratulated 
upon the remarkable success of its operations during the session just concluded, 
Details are given in the Report of the appointments gained by students and ex- 
students of the college, and of the examinations held during the year.

A letter was read from the Central Synagogue soliciting permission to hold an 
Flection for Preacher, [It will bo remembered that the Rev.“D. Fay was elected 
Preacher in Iss4 for a term of three years only]. The necessary permission was 
given. 

A letter was read from the St. John’s Wood Synagogue soliciting the sanction 
of the Council to a scheme for the abolition of ordinary Offerings during the Reading 
of the Law at the Synagogue, and substituting in lieu thereof an annual charge 
upon gentlomom’s full priced seats; the additional charge being proportionate to 
the seat rental, and ranging from £1 10s, per annum upon the highest priced 
to an additional Tes, upon seats let at one guiner a year. “For 
some years the Honorary Officers have been impressed with the inequitability 
of the present system of Offerings, The subject has been mentioned at meetings 
of the Board of Management and at general mectines of the Members, and it has 
always been considered that if the ordinary Offerings could be abolished, without 
detriment to the financial prosperity of the Synagoene, there was no reason for 
their retention. Ata meeting of the Board of Management held on February 15th, 
IS87, a resolution was passed affirming the desirability of abolishing ordinary 


annual charge, and at a subsequent meeting of the Board the scheme now sub- 
mitted was adopted. A poll of the seatholders was taken on Sunday last. and the 
scheme was approved by £3 votes to 25. The total roneral Offerings paid in }SS6 
amounted to £439 5x, ‘The amount of ‘ordinary Offerings paid last year was under 
£300, but the Board of Management consider it necessary that a larger sum should 
be provided for, so as to include the amount of Offerings by strangers and all possi- 
ble contingencies, £395 would be preduced uponthe present seat rental according to 
thescheme, The proposed annual charge would be on gentlemen’s full-priced seats only, 
anditis not tobe considered as an addition to the seat rental; it would therefore te free 
from all taxation levied on seat rental, Special Offerings will be continued as 
hitherto, but will not be announced during the Reading of the Law. The Board of

On Sunday last at a special meeting of the Board of Management of the Bays- 
water Synagogue, Mr. Bensamin L. COHEN presiding, a handsomely engrossed vote 
of thanks was presented to Mr, Isaac A. Joseph, the late Financial Representative. 
The Chairman, in making the presentation, said that Mr. Joseph had honourably 
filled the post of Financial Representative for upwards of ten years, he believed a 
longer period than any other gentleman in the United Synagogue.

Harris and I. Samuel, and to the fact that conflict and strife never entered into 
their Council Chamber. He felt sure that he was expressing the sentiments of the 
members when he hoped that Mr. Joseph would be spared for many years in health 
and prosperity to co-operate with the officers of the Bayswater Synagogue for its 
prosperity and advance. 

The Rev. Dr. H. ApLer referred in eulogistic termsto Mr. Joseph’s labours 
during his term of office. 

Mr. JOSEPH, in returning thanks, said that during his term of office he had 


fought for the improvement in the synagogue which it had been his privilege to see 


carried ont. He had met with persistent opposition from high quarters, but with 
the aid of several coadjutors, was in the end successful. It was said that the Union 
of the Synagogue would result in the decay of shoolism, a feeling which had been a 
source of strenzth to the synagogue.

tion, and one of the Vice-Presidents of that body to be selected by the President ; 
the Revs, Dr. H. Adler, Dr. M, Gaster, and Prof. Marks: and the Sceretaries of the 
Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association respectively. 

The Report of the Executive Committee was read, The following is an abstract 
of the Report. 

__ BRANCHES.—Remittances have been received from Branches at Ballarat, Car- 
diff, Glasgow, Leeds, Liverpool, Montreal, Newcastle, and Plymouth, and amounting 
in the aggregate to £206. 

ROUMANIAN REFUGEES IN Cyprus.—The sum of €125 having been forwarded 
to the Foreign Office as the result of the collection made by the Rev. A. Liwy and 
Mr. Lewis Emanuel on behalf of distressed Roumanian refugees in Cyprus, a letter, 
dated 28th May, was received from the Marquis of Salisbury, announcing that the 
money had been forwarded to Her Majesty's High Commissioner in that island. His 
lordship at the same time tendered to Messrs. Lowy and Emanuel the acknowledg- 
ment of her Majesty’s Government for their benevolent exertions on behalf of those 
poor people. In a further letter from the Foreign Office, dated the ith June, Lord 
Salisbury, however, wrote: It appears from a telegram received by Her Majesty's 
Secretary of State for the Colonies that all the Roumanian Jews have already left 
Cyprus, most of them having gone to Alexandria or Jerusalem. Under these circeum- 
stances I return the cheque representing the amount collected in aid of these un- 
fortunate people as it is no longer possible to apply the proceeds in the manner con- 
templated. The High Commissioner in Cyprus wil be asked to supply any further 
particulars within his knowledge as to the destination of the emigrants. 

PERSIA.—The Alliance in Paris have forwarded a letter giving details of the 
alleged oppression of the Jews in Susa by an official belonging to their own commun- 
ity. The Executive Committee are making enquiries in various quarters with the 
view of arriving at a satisfactory solution of the question. 

SyRIA.—From Damascus the Association has received particulars of a tragic 
occurrence in that city, by which a Rabbi whilst praying in the city was killed by a 
gunshot. {The circumstance was reported by us in our last issue.] According to 
these statements the Rabbi was killed by one of a band of Christian pilgrims return- 
ing from Jerusalem, who were in the habit of announcing their return by firing 
their guns and pistols ; it was, however, uncertain whether the tragedy was a pre- 
meditated crime or the result of an accident, though appearances were not in favour 
of the latter theory. | 

Mokocco.—The Conjoint Committee of the Association and the Board of Deputies 
having memorialised the Foreign Office on the subject of the ill-treatment of Reuben 
Tourgeman, of Alcazar (already reported by us at length), and other Jews in the 
same town, a reply was received to the effect that Her Majesty's Minister in Tangier 
has been instructed to furnish the Marquis of Salisbury with a report on these 
Cases. 

SCHOOLS IN THE EAst.—Mr. Theodore Lumley, who recently visited the East, 
has furnished the Council with valuable statements concerning the Alliance Schools, 
the Talmud Torah Schools and technical education in Constantinople. The paper 
will be published as an appendix to the forthcoming annual report.— Mr. Payton, 
British Consul at Mogador, has reported the continued progress of the Girls’ School, 
conducted by Mrs. Corcos in that Moorish town. 

On the motion that the Report of the Executive Committee be received, 

Mr, ELLIS A. FRANKLIN expressed regret at the delay which had taken place 
in forwarding the collection made for the Roumanian Jews in Cyprus. Several 
- months had elapsed since the Foreign Office had asked that a small fund should 
be raised for their benefit, and now the money had been sent too late, 

~The CHAIRMAN also complained that the aldress to the Queen had not yet 
been forwarded to Her Majesty. He feared that as the Quecn had already received 

several deputations she would not be willing to receive another. 

Mr. LEOPOLD SCHLOss, as a Delegate appointed to represent the Association at 
the Conference convened by the Board of Deputies, defended the course which 
had been adopted and repudiated the strictures cast upon that body by the 
Chairman. 

Mr. DANIEL ScHLOss and Mr. F. D. Mocattra likewise justified the steps 
taken by the Delegates for ascertaining the pleasure of Her Majesty, 

The subject then dropped, 

Mr. Exits A. FRANKLIN, Treasurer, read the financial statement, and after a 
brief discussion respecting the position of the Council as regards the Education 

Fund, the following resolution was adopted on the motion of Sir PHinie MAGNus: 

That no part of the interest of the Special Education Fund be used for the 
general purposes of the Association without the consent of all the subscribers, but 
that the interest of the fund be re-invested for the present. 

The draft of a cireular to be sent to members of the Association asking them 
to increase their subscriptions was brought up ana adupted, 

The draft of the Annual report having been laid before the meeting, it was 
referred to the Revision Committee for amendmeut in regard to certain 
particulars. ; 

Mr. B. Kiscu called attention to the conclusion of a Commercial Treaty 
between Austria and Roumania (mentioned in the Jewish Chronicle of Friday 
last), whereby the former state had renounced its many thousands of 
Jewish protégés in Roumania, 

The CHAIRMAN, whilst vigorously censuring the conduct of Austria, 
expressed his fear that no ceaisieak action could be taken in the matter, 
The Treaty had already been concluded, and even if this were not the case, 
Austria was an independent State, on which no pressure could bo brought. All 
that could be done was to gibbet Roumania before the world through the medi: m 
of public opinion, He himself had last session endeavoured tv bring before the

House of Commons the subject of Roumania’s perfidy in regard to its treatment 
of the Jews, but had found no opportunity for ventilating the question.

AUSTRIA AND ROUMANIA., 


— 


The following important notice bearing on the new Commercial Treaty 
between Austria-Hungary and Roumania, has been communicated from 
Bucharest to the Havas Agency :— 

The significance of this Convention cannot be denied, It is a doubled-cdged 
weapon, turned by Roumania on the one hand against the Jewish element, and 
by Austria against Russian influence on the left bank of the Danube. The 
greater portion of Austria’s protégés in Roumania, numbering about 70,000, are 
Jews from Galicia, Bessarabia, or Poland, whom misery has driven 
from their native countries, and who now cannot or will not leave Roumania. 
Not that the Roumanian Government would not willingly lend a hand for their 
departure ; but Austria and Russia having rid themselves of these persons, 
would not consent to appropriate them again. Nevertheless they were admitted 
tothe benefits of protection in the belief that the protectors would find in them, 
in case of intrigues, troubled waters wherein to fish in freedom and at all seasons. 
The Jews, abandoned by their protectors, will have no choice but that of adopting 
Roumanian nationality, or of emigrating ; they will either be Roumanians or 
be treated as pariahe. It is probable that other Governments, that of Berlin 
among others, will follow the examp!e which Austria has given. The number 
of German protegés is, however, not more than 890, and this will not be a heavy 
loss for Germany.” 

What will be the condition of those who declare for Roumanian nationality ? 
asks the Central Committee of the Alliance Isri¢lite in its report for May just 
pablished, Will the qualification of Roumanians be granted to them with all 
civil and political rights, or will they be reduced to the same plight as the Jews 
born in Ronimeinia and not naturalised 2? Have we to fear that 70,0090 persons 
will, through the new convention, be brought to a frightful state of misery, or 
mee hope, on the contrary, for a happy progress in Roumania’s policy towards 
the Jews ? | 


JEWISH EDUCATION IN MOROCC). 
The Jewish Girls’ School in Mogador, under the direction of Mrs. Moses Corcos, 
received a visit on the 25th May from Mr. Kirby Grecn, the British Minister ia 
Moroceo, His Excellency was accompanied by Mrs. Kirby Green and the British 
Consul, Mr. Charles A. Payton. The impressions which this visit made upon the 
Minister are summed up in the following record written by his Excellency :— 
“The National School at Mogador conducted by Mrs, Corcos is certainly a bright 
spot in this land which seems to have been shut upfor so longa time against all 
civilising influences, The education of the Jewish women of this town is evi- 
dently assured, and through them we may be certain that the welfare of all the 
Hebrew communities in this neighbourhood will be advanced and increased. It is 


’ with extreme pride that all Englishmen must observe the success thus attending the 


self-devotion and perseverance of one of their countrywomen. The task of informing 
all competent authorities in England of the good work which is being accomplished 
in their name will be a most pleasant one for me to perform, I shall not fail to 
endeavour to induce them to strengthen to the utinost the hands of Mrs. Corcos in 
her unceasing efforts to bring enlightenment among her corcligionists in the southern 
part of the Barbary dominions. Mrs. Kirby Green will also take steps to assist 1a 
all quarters within her reach Mrs, Corcos’s most praiseworthy work.” 

In proof of the general interest taken in the school by all sections of the popu- 
lation, it may be mentioned that the contributions towards the purchase of the piano

Judaism, as Moses Mendelssohn has so aptly pointed out, 
is less a collection of abstract beliefs, of articles of faith imposed upon our Treason 
as the only means of gaining eternal salvation, than a revealed legislation haying 
for its aim the regulation of our intercourse with God and with our fellow beings. 
A careful study of the Bible, the Talmud, and the later Rabbinical literature clearly 
proves this. “Doctrine is not the essential, but practice” is an opinion which 18 
frequently found in the pages of our national literature. Mr. Stern quoted several 
incidents from the Talmud in support of this view, and concluded his discourse as 
follows: ‘“ How often do we hear it said, ‘I am a Jew, 1 have Jewish sentiments, 
Jewish faith, but I do not observe the Jewish laws.’ To those I would say: * We 
are happy for your confession, we are happy for the attachment at heart which 
you profess for the religion of your fathers. But in truth do you think you are 
absolved from your duty by this sincere but sterile declaration ? You are Jews, but 
you do not come to pray with your brethren ina J ewish synagogue. You are Jew S, 
but you have only indifference for Jewish interests, for Jewish institvtions. In 
the balance of God we must not forget that it is the actions especially that are 
weighed. Let us endeavour to impress ourselves with this truth, let us live in 
such a way that we may amass during this our earthly pilgrimage, a beautiful 
harvest of good actions which may plead for us on the great hereafter, let one and 
all of us earnestly resolve to fultil the promise contained in the words of our 
text: “All that the Lord hath spoken we will do and. be obedient.” The sermon 
concluded with an address to the four lads, who, on that day, were called to the Law

LITERARY INTELLIGENCE. 


Dr, Gaster's Ilchester Lectures “Greko-Slavonic Literature and its relation to 
Europe Folklore,” have just been issued by Messrs. Triibner. In addition to the 
lectures the volume contains appendices, one of them on the sources of the 
Glogolitic alphabet with illustrated plates, 

The subject of the Rev. Dr. M. Gaster's lecture at the Jewish Working Men’s Club 
at Manchester will be the “ Origin and History of the Shylock Story.” : 

Dr. Neubauer is now passing through the Clarendon Press a collection of Jewish 
medizxval historical treatises under the title “Corpus Chronicorum Judeorum Medii 
JEvi.” This will also include Sherira’s Epistle, the History of Abraham ibn David 
and Dr, Harkavy's recent find of a contemporary account of the expulsion from 
Spain. The work will appear in the Semitic series of the ‘ Anecdota Oxoniensia,” 
and will we trust be the forerunner of a long series of reprints of the Treasures of 
Oxford under Dr. Neubauer's editorial supervision. | 

The Junenumber of the Monatsschrift contains a review of Prof. Cheyne’s “ Wis 
dom of the Old Testament” (Job and Solomon) by Prof. Graetz, The reviewer prin- 
cipally deals with textual emendations, but speaks approvingly of Prof. Cheyne’s 
scholarly work. | 

The fifth Report of the Berlin Hochschule contains an Essay by Dr. P. F, 
Frankl (Professor in the Institution) on the Arabic original of the Muhtavi of Joseph 
el-Basirs and its Hebrew translator, the Karaite Tobija-hammaatik. The essayist 
frequently quotes MSS. in the British Museum. Students of Karaitic literature 
will undoubtedly find much to interest them in the essay. 

M. H. Prague has published (Paris: Office ofthe Archires Teraélites) his handy 
‘Annuaire ” for the coming year, 5648. This little work, now in the fourth year of 
its existence, besides serving the purposes of a calendar, gives a mass of 
information, valuable even in this country, concerning the organisation of the 
Jewish communities in France, Algeria, Alsace-Lorraine, Belgium and Switzerland, 
and of their educational and benevolent institutions, A variety of articles, enter- 
taining as well as instructive, are appended to the “ Annuaire,” including a review, 
by the editor, of the past year as regards Jewish affairs throughout the world, his- 
torical notes by M. Leon Kahn, Assistant Secretary to the Consistory of Paris, a 
Jewish story by “ Hitzig,” and notes on a Jewish legend by M. L. Lazard, palzo- 
graphist and. Keeper of Archives, The particulars concerning the Jewish com- 
munity in France emphasize the fact that, as: regards practical benevolence, our 


brethren across the Channel stand in the front rank for devotion to the welfare of 


their coreligionists, 

Messrs. Nisbet and Co. forward us two volumes of their series “Men of the 
Bible.” “ Abraham, his Life and Times” is dealt with by the Rev. W. J. Deane ina 
popular way, while Archdeacon Farrar has shown his usual skill and erudition in 
depicting “ Solomon, his Life and Times,” his notes being rendered specially interest- 
ing by his apt use of parallel passages in Pagan sources. Two cuts of the Temple 
according to the views of various archeologists increase the value of the volume. 

Mr. Joseph Ezekiel, of Bombay, has produced a useful little work in a ‘ Hand- 
book of Hebrew Abbreviations in Hebrew and English.” This includes some 1,500 
abbreviations with English translations. From his Preface the author seems to be 
unaware of the very large collections made and published by Abbé Perreau of Parma. 
The book is otherwise interesting as one of the first contributions to Jewish science 
that have emanated from the Beni Israel. 

Under the title of “Kleine bijdragen tot de geschiedenis der geneeskunde’ 
(* Minor contributions to the history of Medical Science’), Dr, L. Ali Cohen has 
published in the Nederlandsch Tijdschrift voor Geneeskunde, 1887, four valuable 
papers, of which three are based on Jewish literature. They are: 1. The birth of 
the twins of Tamar. 2. A precursor of the Speculum Uteri. 3. Extract from 
Izak Israeli’s Propddeutik fiir Aerzte. This work, in the original Hebrew text, 

with German translation and annotations by Prof. Dr. D. Kauffmann, and edited 
by Dr. A. Berliner, was published by the last named scholar in conjunction with 
Dr. Hoffmann, in the Magazin fiir die Wissenschaft des Judenthums. 

Professor Caro, of Breslau, has been elected a Corresponding Member of the 
Academy of St. Petersburg. He is the first Jew thus honoured, 

Jewish scholars in France are anxious to push on the issue of the French 
translation of Dr. Graetz’s “Geschichte des Judenthums,” in connection with his ap- 
proaching 70th birthday in November next. More progress has been made with this 
work in France than in England; the first two volumes, translated by the Grand 
Rabbi Wogue, have already appeared, and the printing of the third volume, the 
translation of which was undertaken by Rabbi Moise Bloch, is far advanced, and 
will be published in a short time. The entire French work will consist of five 


_ volumes, being abridged from the original according to the eminent historian’s own 


abridgment. 


French literature concerning Jews andJudaism continues to be in great demand 
and there appears to be no abatement in the supply. In one week there have 
appeared in Paris three works,“—Judaisme,” a translation from the Polish by 
Edouard Joukowsky ; “ Algérie Juive” by Georges Meynié, and a translation of 
Madame Orzeszko’s novel, which we have already mentioned, | 

M, Uhry, Secretary to the Consistoire of Bordeaux, has issued a second edition of 
his “ Receuil des lois, décrets, &c., concernant les Isra¢lites depuis 1850.” The new edi- 
tion contains an appendix on Algeria by the Grand Rabbi Abraham Cahen, who has 
added the text of the Royal rescript of 1844, which still regulates to a great extent 
Jewish religious worship in France, 

At a recent meeting of the Académie des Inscriptions, M. Renan submitted the 
fourth fascicule of Semitic Inscriptions, This completes the first volume of the 
Corpus, the publication of which was undertaken by the Academy. It is hoped that 
in the course of the present year the Marquis de Vogiié will have finished the 
portion relating to Aramaic inscriptons, and M. J oseph Derenbourg that 
bearing on the Himyaritic inscriptions. M. Renan has presented to the same 


Academy an ancient seal (handed to him by M. Reinach) coming from Cyprus, and 


thereon in Pheenician characters, the words 07 ‘D7 Exalted 
ing.” 


_ .M. Jules Oppert has read before the Académie des Inscriptions a paper on 
Assyrian Juridical texts concerning the Jews of Babylon, — 


In Breslau there has appeared from the pen of the well-known and learned Dr. 
Rosin, the second part of “ Reime and Gedichte des Abraham Ibn Ezra.” 


Yet another Jewish journal in Germany. This latest addition to the Jewish 
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A literary venture, rare in character, is likely to be undertaken in Jerusalem. 
It is the publication of a periodical for Jerusalem pi/pul, under the title of Zora 
mi-Zion, In this wise the pilpul, treasures of the Holy Land, will be made 
accessible to the present generation and to posterity. 

The National Library in Milan has been enriched through the presentation 
thereto, by the well known collectors, Professors Elia and Alexander Lattes, of the 


valuable Hebrew Library belonging to the late Dr. Mose. Some rare copies of the 


Jerusalem and Babylonian Talmuds, and a large number of catalogues of Hebrew 
libraries are included in the collection. : 3 

“The Jubilee of George the Third” (John Bumpus, Oxford Street) specially 
describes the manner in which that monarch’s Jubilee was celebrated by the Jews 
Among the means adopted by them were the grant of relief to the poor, the presenta- 
tion of addresses, and the offering up of appropriate prayers. 

Miss Ada S. Ballin contributes to the June Number of the Housewife an 
article on “ Toys,” pointing out their educational influence, and emphasising the 
importance of developing habits of independence in children by teaching them to 
amuse themselves.

HEBREW LITERATURE IN ENGLAND. 


— 


On Thureday week, 2nd June, the Rev. A. Léwy delivered a lecture at the 
Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhibition on “Hebrew Literature in England.” His 
opening sentences spoke of the presence of Prof. Graetz and apologised for having to 
speak of elementary facts before so great an authority. He had intended his lect: re 
for the larger audience to whom Hebrew literature was an unknown quantity and 
who would need arort of introduction to such terms ag Talmud, Targum and Mid- 
rash. The rev. lecturer then proceeded to give a short account of what these terms 
imply. He was thus led to deal with the school of Toeaphists in France from whom 
Hebrew literature may be said to take its source. For, the earliest notices of an 
activity in Hebrew study in England refer to a couple of English Jews mentioned 
in the additions and exp'anations to the Talmud drawn up by the school of Tosa- 
phists. The vieit of Abraham Ibn Ezra to England resulted in the additicn of two 
n asterpieces to Hebrew literature in his ‘Sabbath Epistle’? and “ Yesod Moreh.” 
The poems of Meir of Norwich (spelt 7°3113), just ejited by Dr. Berliner in honour 
of the Exhibition, and dedicated to Mr. F. D. Mocatta, showed considerable commard 
over the language and a remarkable acquaintance with the text of Scripture. But 
the most remarkable production of the early Jews of England was the grammatical 
work, “ Book of the Onya ” (Sepher Hassoham), of Moses ben Ieaac. This showed 
very great grammatical knowledge. Moses ben Isaac even quoted Arabic words 
showing his knowledge of that language. Many of his remarks were subtle and 
ingenious acd showed a minute acquaintance with the Biblical text. Mr. Lowy 
then referred to the Shetaroth about to be published under the auspices of the Exhi- 
bition and pointed out what a wide knowledge of Hebrew was involved in the fact 
that so many Jews were found capab'e of drawing up elaborate legal documents in 
that language. As an instance of the care taken to cause instruction to be given in 
Hebrew to young people, he quo‘ed a clause in a marriage contract in which the 
father of the bride, besides promising to maintain the young couple for a year, also 
promised to have the bridegroom instructed in Hebrew for the same pericd. Refer. 
ence was then made to the spread of Hebrew learning in England among Christian 
rcholars in consequence of the Reformation and the renewed atten‘ion to the Old 
Testament Scriptures. The names of Broughton, Selden, Lightfoot and Spencer 
were brought into connection with this movement. Of recent years there had been 
& similar renaissance of Hebrew studies am: ng Christian scholars such as Dr. Taylor, 
Messrs, Lowe, Matthewsand Collins, England was the natural home for such studies, 
as its public libraries contained 30,000 printei and 4,000 MS. Hebrew works, The 
admirable catalogues of Zednerand:Drs. Steinschneider and Neubauer gave a clue to 
this vast literature. The generous assistance given by English Jews to Zunz was 
m¢ntioned by Mr. Lowy, who bad been the intermediary in the negotiations, Zunz 
always applied the money thus received to produce further literary treasures. It 
was only to be regretted that the Hebrew Literature Society had failed in arousing 
interest in the subject. Perhaps if it had been styled “‘ Jewish Literature Society ” 
it would not have been understood to publish only Hebrew works. The lecturer 
concluded with a reference to the bright future which seemed to be promised to 
Hebrew literature in England as shown by such papers as were given at the Jews’ 
College Literary Society. | 


DEMONOLOGY, 


Dr.S. Louis delivered an interesting lecture on “ Palestinian Demonology ”’ at 
the Society of Biblical Archwology on Tuesday evening, The lecturer pointed out 
the influence of Persia on the angelology and demonology of the Talmud, the co- 
ordination of Ormuzd and Ahriman giving such importance to the bad spirits, 
Demcns, according to the Mishns, were created in the twilight between the sixth 
and seventh days of creation. They had many human as well as superhuman quali- 
ties, eating and drinking, sleeping and performing other fucctions like man, and» 
even dying like men, They have even shadows, but no “reflex of shadows.” They 
dwell in solitary spote. Their power is limited as is illustrated by the story of two 
porters who were carrying a cask of wine and accidentally placed it on the car of a 
demon who immediately broke it, but was afterwards condemned in costs as he had 
no right to sleep in a frequented place. The means adopted to guard against 
these demons were various, but mostly included the use of the Divine name 
as anexorcism. An exorcism of this kind failed in protecting a watchman on 
a sorb tree which was frequented by 60 demons as it was only written for one, 
One of the commonest formule was %, 3, the power 
of the demon diminishing as the word is shortened. In order to see demons 
the eyes should be sprinkled with dust formed of the placenta of a first- 
born black cat, the offspring of a similar cat. Of special demons reference was made 
to Satan, who is sometimes represented as human yassion personified, Samael, 


Ashmedai, the celebrated opponent of Solomon—about whom the lecturer gave the — 


best known legends—-Lilith, Adam’s wife, Kardiakos and others. In conclusion the 

lecturer referred to the origin of the belief which he traced tothedarknees of night, 

solitary places, and grievous mincedness. The Jatter point connected demonology 

with magic and made the subject so interesting to the student of human aberrations, 
In the discussion which followed, the Rev. H, Gollancz took part, :

The annual meeting of the Birmingham Hebrew Board of Guardians was held

JEWISH CONVALESCENT HoME.—In anticipation of the general meeting of the 
subscribers to the Jewish Convalescent Home, to be held on Sunday next (Sir Philip 
Magnus in the chair), the fourteenth Report has been issued. The Committee feel 
it their duty to call the serious attention of the public to the unsatisfactory condition 
of the finances of the charity. Notwithstanding the excellent objects of the Institu- 
tion, the subscriptions have been decreasing year by year, and the Committee have 
to deplore an ever increasing difficulty in providing the pecuniary means required 
for the maintenance of the charity. The claim in the Report that the institution is 
conducted with great economy is fully justified. Out of a total expenditure in 1877 
of £777 the cost of management absorbed only £34. The total income for the year 
was £956 17s. 2d, of which £255 were from donations, a source of revenue essentially 
precarious and fluctuating, as proved by the fact that eleven donors in 1886 gave 
£255, whilst the total of twenty-two donations in 1885 amounted to only £173. 
During the past year 284 patients (220 adultsand 64 children) were admitted, being 
 anincrease of 16 over 1885, The Committee deeply regret to announce that Dr. A. 
Asher, who has held the post of Honorary Medical Officer since the foundation of the 
Institution has been compelled by reason of his numerous communal engagements 
to resign his appointment. An efficient successor has been found in Dr, A. Cohen, 
who in conjunction with Dr. Maurice Davis now fills the office. Dr. A. Asher has 
kindly consented to continue his connection with the Institution in the capacity of 
Honorary Consulting Medical Officer. 


FOREIGN PAUPER IMMIGRANTS,—On Tuesday Mr. Wynne E. Baxter, the coroner 
for East Middlesex, heid an inquiry at the Mile-end Workhouse touching the death 
of Mary Spiller, aged five months, late of Greenfield-street, Mile-end.—Maria Moses, 
landlady of the house in which the parents of the deceased lived, said that they had 
rented the ground ficor for three weeks, and when they arrived the child was ill, 
The father applied for an order from the Jewish Board of Guardians; but there was 
some delay, and by the time he received the order the child was dead. The parents 
had only just arrived in England from Russia, and the voyage had affected the child. 
The latter was not seen by a doctor.—The father of the deceas«d said he was going 
to "learn the trade of a tailor. When he arrived in London the child was very ill. 
He went foran order to the Jewish Board of Guardians, and they gave him an order 
for the hospital], but when he returned the child was dead. He had now five child- 
ren alive.—Mrs, Moses, in answer to the Coroner, said that when the father arrived 
he had hardly any money. Nearly all foreigners came over here without knowing 
a trade. They came to London thinking it wasa “city of gold.”—Dr, Taylor said 
that when he was called to the child he found it dead. The cause of death was ex- 
haustion from want of proper food and attention.—The Coroner, in summing up, 
said there was no doubt these people came to England thinking it was paved with 
gold, The father understood no English, had no means, and knew no trade,—The 
jury returned a verdict in accordance with the medical evidence —The Coroaer ad- 
vised the father to apply to the poor-law authorities,

EMIGRATION AND IMMIGRATION.—On Wednesday evening last Mr. Samuel 
Montagu, M.P., presided at a public meeting held at St. Jude’s School, Commercial 
Street, when Mr, J, Lansburg delivered a lecture on “The Truth about Emigration 
to Canada.” Mr. Montagu in opening the meeting, referred to the statements 
which had been maie concerning immigration into this country, and pointed out 
that the figures had been considerably exaggerated. The statistics of immigration 
were not very high, and when it was remembered that England was a “ half-way 
house” for many who croseed the Atlantic, it would be observed that evea the 
official figures were over estimated.
